House Is Ready 
to Pass Mild 
Rights Measure

WASHINGTON ,(AP)—A demon- 


strated majority' of House votes - 
was poised today to pass a civil 
rights bill centering on court-ap- 
pointed referees to help Negroes 
exercise their voting rights. 


The House wrote that provision 


Tucsdav into a relatively mild 
civil rights bill by the apparently 
irreversible margin 
of 
139-104. 


However, opponents still have thu 
right to demand a roll call vote, 
which theoretically could change 
the result. 


Passage of the amended bill it- 


self was expected today. The real 
test, most members, agreed, was 
Tuesday's 
vote on the 
referee 


plan. But several other sections 
still have to be considered 


Passage would send Ihe bill to 


the weary Senate, which began 
debating civil rights Feb. 15. Even 
after a series of around the clock 
sessions, the Senate has not yet 
agreed on a bill. 


The Senate was expected lo take 


at least another week, with indi- 
cations it still-may pass its own 
bill

30,000 YEAR OLD LOG 


LA JOLLA, Calif. (AP)—Scripps 


Institution of Oceanography says 
a partly petrified log, dredged 
from a quarter-mile depth in the 
gulf of Tehuantepec, Mexico, was 
the first find of phosphate fossil 
wood from the sea floor. 


Normally, it explained, pett%ied 


wood is mineralized ' with silicon 
dioxide, commonly called opal. 
The piece from the gulff was 
mineralized . with calcium phos- 
phat, called apatite, from dead 
and decaping sea life. Scripps 
said the log was at least .30,000 
years old.
